On the way to the Congo and the 
suntesa forest in which his Pigmies 
rosm a variety of tribes were studied. 

The Wakamba, settled eastward of 
Nairobi, have developed some remark- 
able dentists. ‘Lost upper teeth are 
teplaced with new ones obtained from 
the Kongoni or hartebeest [s large 
antelope” These artificial teeth are 
“ grafted on to the cavities and ham- 
mered in until they remain in place.” 
The tribe aleo have an abnormal sense 
of heering:. “ They can speak to one 
another in ordinary conversational 
tones at a distance of oze hundred 
yards withogt difficulty.” 

DEATH CONTAGIOUS. 

Adjacent to Nairobi iteelf' is found 
the Kikuyn tribe—“eesentially a very 
religions and pensive people.” . They 
hold the familiar ereed that “sin is 
the root of all evil and that the result 
of sin is death.” 

They further’ srgue that death is 
‘contagions, and that therefore no on- 
must touch the dead far fear of being 
‘contaminated by the germ of death. 
Hence before a person dies he is carried 
out whereno one needs to touch his 
body after the departure of the spirit. 

. When a person dies suddenly the body. 
is left.in the hut and a hole is made 
in tha wall so that the hyena will enter 
and drag the bodyout. 

Marrisge is a strenuous ceremony 
amozgthe Wakikuyu. The bridegroom, 
having paid down the “first instal- 
ment of ten goats” to his prospective 
father-in-law, #8 dowry, ‘sends three 

_, of his friends to waylay the girl at a 

" certain prearranged spot.”, 

He carries her off to his mother’s 
but, while che fights back and weeps 
continually. After ehe bas been 

. Flaced in the hut she weeps for eight 
days more, while her husband remains 
away. \ 

The actual marriage takes place ten 
days later. Next morning. the 

. © bride’s girl friends come and make 
3 great display of sorrow on losing 
thetr playmate. They stay for three 
days, dnring which period they weep 
“endlessly.” ‘When they are gone the 
play is over; the husband builds hie 
own but, and the young couple settle 
down to married life, ; 

The Pigmies are described as 
“ dissppointing when one has taken 
the trouble to march 200 miles to see 
them.” A ond 

They are clannish and five among’ 
themselves without ‘caring. to 
mingle with the rest ,of mankind. 
«Nor hsve they their fixed abodes. 
They never linger Jonger than a 
fortnight in their villages, which ate 
as diminutive as their bodies. We 
offered meat and fowls, but they 
refused because they must eat no 
meat which ja not killed by their own 
hands in the forest. That seemed 
to be their taboo. . 

Bot the Pigmies are courageous 
hunters, “ Nothing is too, big or too 

- small, They will follow: the trail of 
an . elephant remorselesly. They 
jpepper the big brate with their arrcws 
and put their spears in thé ‘branches 

_ of the trees, 50 tbat they will 
Pierce the -back of the huge prey 
until it finally is exhausted
